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Building 
Begins  on 
Art  Space, 

Condos

Four  years  after  one  of  Potrero  Hill's 
most  controversial  development  pro- 
posals was  first  introduced,  it  entered 
the  realm  of  reality  Oct.  7,  when  ground 
was  officially  broken  for  the  once  hotly- 
contested  complex  of  condominiums  and 
artists'  live-work  spaces  at  18th  and 
Arkansas  Streets. 

When  the  development  was  first  pro- 
posed, a  number  of  Hill  residents  said 
ted  (he  vacant  land  behind  the 

.iV\  Middle  Schoot  lo  be  letl  as 

open  spiicc.  Dozens  of  neighborhood 
meetings  and  a  number  of  hearings  before 
the  City  Planning  Commission  took  place 
before  the  proposal  finally  won  City 
approval  —  with  an  added  requirement 
for  six  units  of  below  market  rate  hous- 
ing and  a  guarantee  that  the  artists'  part 
of  the  development  must  be  funded  before 
the  condos  could  proceed. 

Because  of  "the  residents  of  Potrero 
Hill  with  a  strong  sense  of  community," 
Mayor  Frank  Jordan  noted  at  the  ground- 
breaking, the  development  was  subjected 
to  a  high  level  of  public  scrutiny.  One  of 
the  menit>ers  of  the  Planning  Commission 
providing  that  scrutiny  was  Sue  Bierman, 
now  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors. 

"We  grappled  with  a  lot  of  difficult 
issues.  There  was  a  lot  of  give  and  take," 
she  recalled.  "In  the  end,  we  concluded 
that  it  was  a  good  project,  adding  needed 
new  housing  and  live-work  units  to  the 
city's  short  supply  in  a  way  that  inte- 
grated into  the  existing  feel  of  the  nei- 
ghborhood." 

Although  most  of  the  opposition  to  the 
development  simpiv  died  down  over  the 
last  two  and  a  half  years,  the  ground  - 
breaking  ceremony  was  not  without  a  re- 
minder of  just  how  passionate  some  of 
the  initial  debate  over  the  proposal  was. 

As  a  number  of  speakers  made  presenta- 
tions Oct.  7  under  the  tent  set  up  just  off 
18th  Street  for  the  ceremony,  Hill  resi- 
dent R.G.  Davis,  one  of  the  project's 
most  vocal  opponents,  waved  flags  and 
shouted  slogans  from  behind  the  totem 
pole  place  on  IDth  Street  several  years 
ago  by  open  space  supporters.

A  ballot  is  frequently  a  reflection  of  growing  frustrations  in  a  state  or  e  city.  Cer- 
tainty Prop.  13  back  in  1978  was  a  measure  of  frustration  in  California  with  soaring 
property  taxes.  But  that  measure  ~  with  its  massive  cutbacks  and  unequal  taxation 
~  was  no  solution  ,  and  is  now  creatmg  a  virtually  unimagined  series  of  new  prob- 
lems as  the  level  of  public  services  we  need  for  a  decent  quality  of  life  is  furllier  and 
further  eroded. 

On  the  Nov.  2  ballot,  there  arc  two  measures  that  at  first  glance  appear  to  speak  to 
two  frustration  that  loom  large  for  many  urban  dweller  today  —  ttie  perception  that 
public  educaiton  has  failed  and  the  problem  of  people  who  come  to  San  Francisco  and 
live  on  the  streets.  But  like  Prop.  13  In  1978,  both  measures  ostensibly  aimed  at  these 
frustrations  —  Prop.  174  on  the  slate  ballot,  the  Voucher  Initiative,  and  Prop.  V  on 
the  City  ballot,  Welfare,  propose  a  "cure"  that  would  be  far,  far  more  dangerous  than 
any  of  the  current  problems. 

In  addition  to  drawing  crucially  needed  funds  from  the  public  school  system,  Prop. 
174  would  allow  the  creation  of  thousands  of  so-called  "schools"  that  could  receive 
voucher  funds  but  be  accountable  to  no  one  as  far  as  safety,  teachers'  qualifications, 
student  curriculum,  and  many  other  areas  are  concerned. 

Prop.  V,  rather  than  recognizing  that  many  "street  people"  and  public  assistance 
recipients  need  specific  services  and  a  more  efficient  form  of  case  management, 
would  "punish"  someone  who  isn't  on  time  for  a  welfare  appointment  by  suspending 
his  or  her  check.  This  would  apply,  for  example,  to  AIDS  patients  or  others  witli 
health  problems  even  if  their  medical  condition  prevented  them  from  making  the  ap- 
pointment. 

We  can't  afford  the  risk  of  these  dangerous  and  short-sighted  measures.  Vote  'NO' 
on  Prop.  V  and  Prop.  174.

Smaller  Garage,  Please 

llie  following  letter  was  sent  to  Mayor 
Frank  Jordan: 

Dear  Mayor  Jordan, 

We  began  writing  to  you  in  February, 
1993,  regarding  the  proposed  Parking 
Garage  for  San  Francisco  General  Hos- 
pital. We  have  always  opposed  a  large 
garage  and  always  supported  a  smaller 
facility.  We  have  dutifully  attended 
Planning  Commission  and  Parking  Com- 
mission meetings  to  express  our  view. 
In  July  the  Parking  Commission  approved 
a  design  for  a  garage  that  would  have 
housed  over  600  cars.  Although  this 
design  failed  to  address  many  of  our 
environmental  concerns  (raised  original- 
ly last  February),  we  felt  it  was  offered 
in  the  spirit  of  compromise  and  reason. 

We  are  writing  to  ask  you  to  reconsider 
your  decision  to  seek  a  larger  garage. 
We  are  sorry  you  chose  to  override  the 
decision  of  the  Parking  Commission 
without  holding  a  public  meeting  which 
we  could  have  attended.  We  believe  that 
the  process  for  public  comment  was  sub- 
verted by  your  actions  and  hope  that 
you  will  offer  us  an  opportunity  to  meet 
with  you  as  we  are  the  residents  (and 
taxpayers)  who  will  be  most  negatively 
affected  by  your  decision. 

We  know  you  are  aware  that  impending 
budget  cuts  and  the  proposed  National 
Health  Care  Plan  threaten  to  reduce  the 
number  of  employees  who  work  at  Gene- 
ral. We  know,  too,  that  you  are  aware 
of  the  Burton  Bill,  which  will  allow  San 
Francisco  voters  to  decide  whether  to 
impose  a  15  percent  surcharge  on 
vehicle  license  fees  to  pay  for  a  Muni 
fare  freeze.  A  primary  purpose  of  the 
surcharge  will  be  to  encourage  more 
people  to  get  out  of  their  cars  and 
onto  the  bus.  For  all  of  these  reasons, 
and  others  we  would  be  happy  to  discuss 
with  you,  we  urge  you  to  drop  your  plans 
for  a  larger  garage  and  support  your 
Parking  and  Traffic  Commission's 
original  proposal.

SUPES  APPROVE  WISCONSIN  SITE  HOUSING: 

"Following  a  harried  and  huffy  debate,"  said  The  Nov.,  1983  Potrero  View,  the  City's 
Board  of  Supervisors  gave  the  official  nod  to  the  proposed  Wisconsin  St.  housing 
development  (Parkview  Heights).  The  120-unit  complex  was  to  provide  inexpensive 
lownhouses  for  low,  moderate  and  middle  income  families.  The  first  22  units  were 
expected  to  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  spring  of  1984.  Ten  families  occupying 
apartments  on  the  site  were  to  be  paid  a  relocation  fee  of  $6501)  per  family  by  the 
City. 

SHOWPLACE  STREET  CLOSING  OPPOSED: 

Dozens  of  Potrero  Hill  residents  turned  out  to  hear  representatives  of  Showplace 
Square  discuss  ideas  for  the  future  of  the  growing  wholesale  mart.  One  possibility  was 
the  closing  of  Henry  Adams  and  Kansas  Streets  to  through  traffic  between  Division 
and  17th  Streets,  to  create  a  tree-lined  and  landscaped  plaza.  Responding  to  ob- 
jections to  the  idea,  Trudy  Drypolcher,  one  of  three  members  of  the  Showplace  mana- 
gement team,  noted  that  there  was  no  unanimity  on  the  street  closing  among  mem- 
bers of  the  Showplace  Square  Association. 
HILL  RENTS  RISE  SHARPLY: 

Potrero  Hill  rents  soared  80  to  90  percent  between  1970  and  1980,  a  study  prepared 
by  the  San  Francisco  Neighborhood  Legal  Assistance  Foundation  revealed.  The  local 
rent  increases  were  among  the  highest  20  percent  in  the  City.  Rentals  tend  to  be 
scarce  on  the  Hill  partly  because  of  a  predominance  of  single-family  homes  and  a 
corresponding  dearth  of  large  multiple-unit  dwellings.  In  1977  the  median  rent  on 
vacant  units  in  San  Francisco  was  $283  per  month.  In  1982  it  was  $500.  Legislation 
to  lower  the  allowable  yearly  rent  increase  and  to  place  a  limit  on  vacancy  de- 
control was,  in  1983,  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  Planning,  Housing  and  Develop- 
ment Committee. 
PASSING  THE  BUCK: 

Hie  View  editorialized:  "Several  years  ago,  San  Franciscans  voted  to  submit  to  a 
popular  vote  any  contract  demands  by  city  workers  that  were  not  approved  by  city 
management  in  negotiations.  A  proposition  dealing  with  a  pay  increase  for  city 
painters  is  such  a  measure.  Frankly,  we  think  this  is  a  case  of  passing  the  buck." 
The  editorial  went  on  to  point  out  that  "Participation  of  individual  voters  in  the 
democratic  process  is  essential  to  its  effective  functioning;  however,  so  is  the  exer- 
cise of  leadership  by  elected  officials." 
A  LETTER  FROM  BARBARA  BOXER: 

Barbara  Boxer,  tlien  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  called  on  then- 
President  Ronald  Reagan  to  fire  his  Secretary  of  the  Interior  James  Watt  for  "call- 
ing environmentalists  communists;  calling  pro-choice  advocates  fascists;  insulting 
women,  blacks,  Jews  and  the  disabled  with  a  callous  remark  which  could  only  demean." 
Boxer  said  that  the  President's  silence  in  the  face  of  these  remarks  "either  indicates 
your  approval  or  your  apathy.  Neither  is  acceptable." 

ENOLA  MAXWELL  RECEIVES  AWARD: 

Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House  Director  Enola  Maxwell  was  one  of  six  Bay  Area 
women  to  receive  a  leadership  award  at  the  Second  Annual  Reception  Celebrating 
Women's  Leadership.  The  awards  were  presented  by  Pulitzer  Prize  winning  author 
Alice  Walker  and  Ms.  Magazine  founder/editor  Gloria  Steinem  at  the  Women's  Building 
in  San  Francisco.

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Pilot  Video  Program  to 
Aid  Middle  School  Pupils 


YOUNG  PUPPETEERS

Potrcro  Hill  Middle  School  Special 
Education  teacher  Robin  Brasso  has  t>een 
enhancing  her  class'  curricuhim  with  new 
televisions  and  VCRs  since  last  year. 
This  year  the  role  of  video  in  the  class- 
room has  tjeen  expanded  with  the  pur- 
chase of  a  video  camera,  and  with  the 
time  of  Kalhi  Whcater,  a  local  video 
artist  and  writer. 

This  year,  Brasso's  students  are  taking 
part  in  a  pilot  program  called  SAY.  The 
pri^ram  is  designed  to  give  the  kids  in 
her  class  a  greater  chance  to  express 
themselves. 

For  some  time  now,  Brasso  has  used 
televisions  and  VCRs  to  enhance  her 
teaching.  She  often  shows  videotape  of 
films  and  television  programs  to  expand 
her  students'  understanding  of  a  work  of 
literature  or  a  historical  era,  or  to  en- 
hance critical  thinking  skills  by  having 
her  students  analyze  the  programs 
they've  seen. 

This  year,  the  video  equipment  will 
add  another  dimension  to  Brasso's 
students'  learning  experience.  It  will 
help  develop  their  creativity  and  self 
expression,  she  hopes.  This  is  an  aspect 
of  teaching  that  Brasso  feels  has  been 
overlooked  by  traditional  teaching 
methods,  and  especially  with  children  in 
Special  Education  classes. 

"These  children  are  very  bright,  ver- 
bal and  creative,"  Brasso  says,  but  may 
not  have  the  reading  and  writing  skills 
that  are  desirable  for  the  rest  of  the 
school  system. 

"Learnine  should  have  a  sense  of  dis- 
covery, wonder,  and  creativity,  and  the 
curriculum  should  provide  that,"  Brasso 
stresses. 

The  SAY  program  is  related  to  the  "re- 
structuring" that  some  California 
schools  are  presently  undergoing.  In  the 
past,  students  have  been  taught  to  im- 
prove their  weaknesses.  Now,  as  in 
Brasso's  class,  the  trend  is  toward  teach- 
ing to  students'  strengths.  Because  most 
youngsters  growing  up  today  are  exposed 
to  heavy  doses  of  television,  they  take 
to  visual/verbal  activities  faster'than 
written/reading  activities.  Brasso's  stu- 
dents will  improve  their  written  skills 


as  they  record  and  organize  ideas  for 
their  projects. 

Over  the  course  of  the  year,  Brasso's 
students  will  progress  from  making  faces 
at  a  camera  their  teacher  holds  as  they 
enter  the  classroom  to  writing  and  pro- 
ducing a  video  from  their  own  point  of 
view. 

Kathi  Whealer,  a  Potrero  Hill  video 
artist  and  writer,  is  helping  the  students 
learn  the  technical  aspects  of  video  pro- 
duction, showing  them  camera  techniques 
such  as  point  of  view,  how  to  follow  the 
action  of  a  scene,  and  presentation  of  a 
story  with  a  beginning,  a  middle  and  an 
end.  She  is  entliusiastic  about  teaching 
the  students  as  much  as  possible  during 
the  time  she  spends  with  them. 

In  February,  Brasso's  students  will  have 
two  hours  to  shoot  a  story  entirely  of 
their  choosing  and  with  all  the  resources 
they  need  to  realize  their  vision. 

The  Potrero  Hill  video  program  is  part 
of  a  larger  program  in  the  City,  which 
teams  video  artists  with  young  students. 
The  program  was  started  at  the  Hill's 
Daniel  Webster  Elementary  School  as 
part  of  the  Stanford  University  Accelera- 
ted Learning  project.  Daniel  Webster  is 
still  part  of  the  video  program. 

Wheater  is  a  founder  of  the  program, 
which  is  a  nonprofit  organization  funded 
by  the  California  Arts  Council  grant.  At 
this  stage,  the  program  is  a  pilot.  The 
way  in  which  the  artists,  teachers  and 
students  interact  is  being  examined  so 
that  future  programs  will  provide  the 
best  learning  environment  for  the  stu- 
dents. 

Brasso,  the  committed,  experienced 
teacher,  and  Wheater,  the  high  energy 
artist,  make  an  interesting  teaching 
combination.  Outside  of  the  classroom, 
Brasso  is  a  member  of  many  committees 
and  associations,  including  the  Executive 
Board  of  the  United  Educators  of  San 
Francisco  and  the  Center  for  Collabora- 
tive Change.

To  a  Thief:  You've  Got 
My  Story,  Tell  Me  Yours...

One  of  the  country's  oldest  and  most 
prosperous  maritime  companies,  Crowley 
Marine  Services,  Inc.,  ha.s  left  the  Oakland 
Estuary  where  it  has  been  since  1987,  and 
is  currently  relocating  and  con^o^idati^g 
its  operations'  facility  at  Pier  54  in  San 
Francisco. 

Crowley's  fleet  of  lugl>oat^  and  barges 
has  been  based  out  of  Pier  54,  on  China 
Basin,  (recently  re-named  Terry  Francois 
Way)  since  Sept.  1  5,  and  the  warehouse 
and  packshop  («  machine  shop  where 
engine  ports  are  rebuilt)  will  be  fully 
established  by  next  January.  Crowley 
has  a  20  year  lease  at  Pier  54. 

One  of  the  main  reasons  for  Crowley's 
move  to  San  Francisco  was  a  need  for 
additional  space  in  which  to  concentrate 
the  different  facets  of  the  business. 
Among  other  things,  Pier  54  provides 
Crowley  with  1,550  feet  of  linear  dock 
space  and  a  25,000  square  foot  ware- 
house. Besides  that,  the  rent  is  lower 
than  in  Oakland,  and,  as  Captain  Robert 
L.  Clinton,  Manager  of  Operations,  said, 
"We've  found  that  we  really  like  being 
so  close  to  the  neighborhood  on  Potrero 
Hill.  There  are  some  groat  restaurants 
on  I8th  Street." 

Crowley  Marine  Services  was  founded 
in  1892  by  Thomas  Crowley,  Sr.,  who 
started  his  business  with  a  Whitehall 
rowboat  in  which  he  would  row  out  and 
meet  incoming  ships,  bringing  groceries 
out  to  the  ships,  and  sailors  back  to 
land.  His  fleet  and  his  business  t>egan  to 
grow,  and  in  the  early  1900s.  he  intro- 
duced gasoline  powered  launches,  and 
later  tugtx>at  and  excursion  services 
into  San  Francisco  Bay. 

Since  then,  the  company  has  expanded 
globally,  and  Crowley  was  the  designer

of  the  roll-on  roll-off  loading  system 
(which  made  it  possible  for  rollcars  and 
later  truck-trailers  to  board  barges), 
and  the  first  ice-breaking  barges,  which 
allowed  industrial  expansion  into  pre- 
viously impenetrable  parts  of  Alaska. 

Crowley's  Marine  Services  also 
operates  the  Red  &  White  Fleet,  and 
maintains  its  world  headquarters  in  Oak- 
land. Thomas  Crowley's  son,  Thomas 
Crowley,  Jr.,  is  the  Regional  Manager 
for  his  father's  company. 

There  are  nine  tugboats  stationed  in 
San  Francisco,  each  of  which  generally 
employs  a  crew  of  five:  Captain,  Mate, 
Engineer,  Deck  Hand-Cook  and  Deck 
Hand.  The  tugboats  operate  24  hours  a 
day,  36.1  days  a  year,  and  while  Crowley 
has  contracts  with  some  companies,  such 
as  Matson  and  Chevron,  other  business 
is  obtained  through  a  shipping  agent, 
who  decides,  usually  on  a  rotating 
basis,  which  tugboat  company  will 
serve  their  ship.  Inside  tugboat  crews 
work  on  a  shift  basis  of  one  week  on/ 
one  week  off,  while  outside  ocean  boat 
crews  can  work  for  up  to  six  months 
on  -  two  months  off. 

Besides  the  tugboats,  Crowley  is 
running  three  harbor  barges  and  two 
large  transport  barges,  which  carry 
petroleum  products  both  from  ship  to 
station,  and  from  station  to  station. 
The  largest  of  these  barges  is  400  feet 
long  and  100  feet  across. 

At  the  Pier  54  facility,  Crowley  em- 
ploys approximately  60  tug  personnel 
30  tankermen,  and  25  administrative 
staff  persons,  which  include  the  ware- 
housemen and  mechanics.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  see  the  bustle  of  activity  at 
sunrise  on  China  Basin,  a  waterfront 
that  has  seemed  dormant  for  a  long 
time.

I  know  about  parking  in  the  City.  I 
never  leave  anything  valuable  in  the  car.

pher? Of  everything  in  my  car  that  only 
my  journal  was  taken  somehow  makes  us 
comrades. 

So  here's  my  offer:   retum  my  note- 
book —  not  because  1  need  those  essays 
so  badly,  because  my  ideas  have  been 
stolen  countless  times  and  are  easily 
replaced  with  better  ones;  and  I  will 
tell  your  story  —  not  because  you  are  a 
brilliant  thief,  but  because  we  are  all 
accustomed  to  being  ripped  off  in  a 
myriad  of  ways,  and  you  offer  relief 
from  the  flood  of  victims'  tales  with 
your  mysterious  perspective. 

I've  told  you  my  story.  Now  tell  me 
yours.

Betwcon  the  spring  of  1991,  when  the 
Planning  Commission  gave  the  project  a 
green  light,  and  last  month,  when  ground 
was  finally  broken,  Utile  had  been  heard 
from  (he  project's  sponsors.  McKenzie. 
Rose  and  Holliday  Development  and  the 
ArlSpace  Development  Co.  (ArtsDeco.) 

Why  the  long  silence?  In  a  word, 
money  —  or  the  lack  thereof.  Just  as 
the  Planning  Commission,  and  then  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  was  giving  the 
project  an  official  okay,  financing  for 
residential  construction  was  drying  up, 
creating  one  of  the  most  difficult  lend- 
ing climates  in  decades. 

Seeking  some  $15  million,  developer 
Rick  Holliday  spent  more  than  two  years 
unsuccessfully  looking  for  financing  from 
traditional  institutions.  But  then  he 
came  together  with  an  organization 
called  Hearthstone,  which  invests  pen- 
sion funds  for  the  California  Public  Em- 
ployees Retirement  System  (CalPKRS). 
With  $5.5  million  from  Hearthstone  and 
an  $11.2  million  loan  from  the  Union 
Labor  Life  Insurance  Co.  (ULLICO),  the 
financing  was  finally  in  place. 

The  deal  required  that  Hearthstone 
actually  become  the  new  owner  of  the 
development,  sharing  in  any  profits  and 
paying  Holliday  a  consulting  fee. 
Hearthstone  is  legaUy  bound  to  honor 
the  requirements  set  forth  in  1991  by  the 
Planning  Commission- 
One  condition  of  the  ULLICO  loan, 
Holliday  told  The  View,  is  that  the  job 
be  done  with  all  union  labor,  a  key  goal 
at  a  time  when  little  new  construction 
is  taking  place.  "This  fund  went  looking 
for  a  project  that  was  union."  Holliday 
said. 

The  importance  of  the  union  funding 
for  the  development  was  underscored  at 
the  ground  breaking  by  ArtsDeco's  Martha 
Senger.  "I'm  very  moved,"  she  emphasi- 
zed, "that  production  space  for  low  in- 
come art  and  craft  workers  is  being 
supported  by  workers  in  traditional 
jobs." 


Senger  said  she  hoped  the  artists'  pro- 
ject —  to  be  called  Eidos,  from  the  Greek 
word  for  "form"  —  will  "reach  out,  with 
classes  and  programs  to  share  with  the 
Potrero  Hill  Middle  School,  and  with  the 
Neighborhood  House.  We  will  liave  open 
space  on  the  site,"  she  added,  "and  will 
be  working  with  the  community  to  achie- 
ve this." 

Landscape  architect  Jeff  Miller  told 
The  View  that  a  scries  of  community  de- 
sign workshops  for  the  open  space  area 
will  take  place  following  his  meetings 
with  Middle  School  staff. 

It  is  currently  estimated  that  con- 
struction will  begin  basically  at  1 8th  and 
Carolina  Streets,  Holliday  said,  and  pro- 
ceed clockwise  around  to  I9th  Street. 

The  condominium  part  of  the  develop- 
ment —  to  be  called  Potrero  Heights  — 
consists  of  wood-framed  buildings 
covered  in  concrete  tile  and  asphalt 
shingles.  It  will  contain  one  single- 
family  home,  10  townhouse  style  condo- 
miniums, 24  condominium  flats,  24 
condominium  lofts  and  six  moderate- 
income  condominiums. 

Eidos  will  include  29  units  of  rental 
live-work  space  priced  to  be  affordable 
to  artists  with  incomes  at  or  below  60 
percent  of  the  mean  income  in  the  area 
—  renting  between  $350  and  $550  per 
month.  These  14  fool  double  height 
spaces  will  range  in  size  from  500  to 
1,000  square  feet,  and  will  be  equipped 
with  individual  baths  and  small  kitchen 
areas. 

The  complex  will  also  include  a  90 
seat  Performance  GalJery,  to  be  connect- 
ed with  a  Multimedia  Center  for  the  pro- 
duction of  video  and  audio  works,  graphics 
and  animation.

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Party  Potrero 
Tops  Annual 
Hill  Festival

The  mornine  skv  was  forebodine  at 
8;yn  on  Saturday,  October  16,  but  the 
(lame  Room  oi  the  Potrero  Hill  Neigh- 
borhood Mouse  was  full  for  the  "All  You 
Can  Bat"  pancake  breakfast,  the  tradi- 
tional opening  act  for  this  year's  fifth 
annual  Potrero  Hill  Festival. 

But  the  prospect  of  a  little  rain  was 
not  going  to  stop  the  momentum  for  this 
year's  ambitious  and  expanding  event.  In 
addition  to  the  breakfast,  the  art  show 
at  the  Potrero  Uranch  Library,  notoriz- 
ed cable  car  lours,  and  free  festival  at 
the  Daniel  Webster  School  playground, 
there  was  the  very  special,  all  new  Party 
Potrero  Hill,  an  evening  of  live  enter- 
tainment at  eight  venues  all  over  Potrero 
HiU. 

Rain  began  to  fall  just  before  noon, 
the  first  precipitation  in  the  Festival's 
five  year  history.  But  Jack  Davis'  stage 
crow  quickly  threw  a  canopy  over  the 
stage  and  the  show  went  on  just  a  few 
minutes  late.  First  up  was  the  jazz  com- 
bo Standard  Time,  featuring  former 
Daniel  Webster  School  principal  Willi 
Santamarifi  and  Cabrillo  Principal  Carol 
Belle  on  vocals,  supported  by  a  quartet 
of  merry  educators  from  the  Unified 
School  District  led  by  Hal  Soler.  They 
yielded  the  stage  to  the  Gospel  Humming- 
birds, whose  rousing  set  had  the  hearty 
crowd  dancing  in  the  rain. 

Despite  the  inclement  weather,  Richard 
Rcineccius  was  leading  his  now-famous 
historic  tours  of  Potrero  Hill  on  the 
motorized  cable  car,  once  again  provided 
by  Leo's  Tire  and  Brake.  Kitty  Margolis 
held  the  crowd  with  her  impressionist 
vocals,  folloivs  by  the  Nabe  Hip  Hoppers 
and  the  Young  Hustlers,  who  chased  the 
clouds  away  with  their  inspired  dancing. 

Perennial  favorite  Chris  Cobb  look  the 
stage  in  the  afternoon  sun  with  his  blues 
band  and  a  special  guest  appearance  by 
Keta  Bill.

The  money  raised  by 
Party  Potrero  Hill,  the  raffle,  the  pancake 
breakfast  and  the  daytime  Festival  gives 
the  Neighborhood  House  a  vitally  needed 
boost  in  the  wake  of  recent  funding  cut- 
backs. 

But  above  and  beyond  the  fiscal  relief 
for  the  Nabe,  the  whole  day  was  an  op- 
portunity for  Potrero  Hill,  with  its  inti- 
mate festival  and  all  night  party,  to 
celebrate  the  special  neighborhood  that 
it  is  —  with  a  little  something  for  every- 
one. 


Party  Potrero  Hill,  the  evening  exten- 
sion to  the  Festival,  delivered  all  it 
promised.  This  fundraiser  for  the  Nabe 
featured  an  incredible  diversity  of  musi- 
cal styles  at  different  clubs  all  over  the 
Hill.  Partygoers  piled  onto  cable  car 
shuttles  to  truck  from  top  to  bottom  all 
nighl  long.  At  the  foot  of  the  Hill,  the 
all-woman  techno  marimba  ensemble 
D'Cuckoo  headlined  at  the  Ramp,  Bud  E.
